The Sixyapore Free Press of tho 12th 
:~-At an cariy hour this morning, 
thes.s. Tai Shan, which came out of quar-

autine last night ard was lying about n mile 
ontin the Roadsin readiness to proceed Yo 
Bangkok to-day, was discovered to be ont 
fire, a 
The outbreak was first discovered oy the 
Chinese quartermaster, wha saw enivke arie- 
ing from thé after hacch and reported it to 
Mr Ashton, the second mate, and Captain 
Jenkins was then informed. A hasty 
search disclosed the fire to be in the after 
hold, where « quantity of highty inflam 


sticks and snerifidial papers, was stored, and 
this was well alight, though burning ina 
smouldering, manner only. 

Syrens were blown, bells rung and other 
distress Signals made, hatches were hatten- 
ed down and all, the ventilators closed to 
provent a draught from Fecding the fire, tho 
ship's bose was trained ov the burning 
cargo and al] other precautionary measures 
atvonce taken, whilst the Captain went of 
to Tanjong Pagar for assistance, retaening 
later with two tugs, which af once com- 
mented to play into the burning hold. 

In the meantime, the distress signals bad 
Deon observed on shore by the Marine 
‘Authorities, who immediately communicat- 
ed with the Martine Police. resulting in Tn- 
apector Brannagan and Sergeant Duolay4 
speedily procect in a launch to the Tai 
Show. On their arrival they found a boat 
alongside manned by tuts from H M.S. 
Vestel, with huse und ather fire applianoes, 
which were unfortunately unable co be 
brought into requisition.
